BROKAW'S LOVE LETTERS 
FIGURE IN THE SUIT

Jt Is Alleged That in Some of the 
Letters Brokaw Addressed Mrs. 
Poilon as ‘“‘My Dear Wife 
To Be’—Plaintiff a Di- 
vorced Woman. 


New York. May 24.—Damages aggre- 
gating $250,000 as compensation for al- 
leged breach of promise of marriage was 
asked by Mrs. Katherine Poillon, a hand- 
some woman, in @ suit against W.,.Gould 
Brokaw, the millionafre clubman, which 
was begun in the supreme court here 
today. Eminent counsel, scores of wit- 
hesses, many of them peuple of promi- 
nence from distant parts of the country, 
and a packet cntaining more than 200 
letters, alleged by the plaintiff to have 
been written by Brokaw, will figure. in 
the case. The authenticity of the letters, 
upon which the suit is largely based, is 
denied by Brokaw's counsel, 

The court room ‘was crowded at the 
@pening session, and among the specta- 
tors were many obviously not accustomed 
to court room scenes. 

Former Governor Black and former 
Judge Olcott appeared for the plaintiff 
in the euit, while Mr. Brokaw’s. chief 
counsel was former Assistant District At- 
torney McIntyre. Justice Gildersleeve 
presided, Both the plaintiff and defend- 
ant were in covPt, Mrs. Polllon accom- 
panied by her sister, and Mr. Brokaw 
iby four friends, who came with him in

‘Ada Rowe, a Girl Nineteen 
Years of Age, Allempts fo 
End Her Own Life, 


HER LOVE UNREQUITED, 
LIFE NOT ATTRACTIVE 


While Others in the House Were 
Asleep, Ada Rowe Swallowed 
Two Ounces of Laudanum. 

Is Not Very Ill at the 
Grady Hospital. 


Despondent because she believed her 
lover had deserted her, Ada Rowe, a 
beautiful young woman of 19, attempted 
suicide at 6 o’clock last night, by taking 
two ounces of laundanum in her room at 
her residence, 40 Reinhardt street. 

Officers Lindsey and Dorsett were call- 
ed for by the excited family, when she 
was found in what seemed a dying con- 
dition on her bed, and the policemen 
summoned a Grady hospital ambulance, 
About 10 o'clock last night she was rest. 
ing well, and it was thought she would 
recover. 

It seemg that Miss Rowe had been an- 
gaged to marry John Hamilton, a young 
man of Stone Mountain, Ga., and sha 
thought he had “‘Jilted’’ her. 

Fiver since the two had a falling out 
Miss Rowe, it is sald. has been despond. 
ent, 


Once or twice befare yesterday the 
young woman had threatened to commit 
suicide, as she was miserable, and could 
not help thinking af the man she loved, 

Yesterday, she said nothing about the 
intended attémpt at suicide, but awaited 
hér opportunity. 

When all the folks who live in tha 
house were taking an afternoon nap, she 
took a laudanum vial, which she had 
recently purchased and stored away, and 
poured about two ounces of the contents 
in a glass tnmbler. 


Left Note on Table. 

She drained the glass to the dregs. and 
must, in a few minutes, have fallen un- 
conscious. on her bed, as she was found 
dozing peacefully there by the startled 
folks about 6 o'clock 

A note evidently written by a trembling 
hand, on a small scrap of paper, with no 
name signed, but the writing that of ihe 
despondent girl, was found on a table 
in the center of the room. The note was 
brief, and read ag follows: 

“The only one I love has gone back on 
me."’ 

When the prostrate form of the girl 
was taken from her room and put in a 
Grady hospital ambulance it seemed that 
the attempt at suicide would be success- 
ful, for life appeared to be already near. 
ly extinct, but the girl's desperate act 
was foiled by her own youth and strong 
constitution.

WITH KEYNOTE SPEECH 
HE OPENS CONVENTION 


Secretary Taft Elaborates the Poli- 
pies by Which the Hepublicans 
’ Hope To Command Confi- 
dence of Country and 
Continue in Power. 


Columbus, O., May  24.—(Special.)— 
While the big secretary of war in his 
keynote speech at today’s republican 
convention carefully refrained, of course, 
from saying anything that could be con- 
strued.as bearing upon his own politi- 
cal future, he was in reality the hero 
of the hour with the masses of his 
party associates and his presiden Jal 
boom may fairly be said to have been 
launched. Until today Secretary Taft 
has been little more than a name to 
the masses of Ohio republicans. His 
service. upon the federal bench took him 
entirely out of politics, 
that up it was to go out to the Philip- 
pines, and from there he went to Wash- 
ington. This convention over which he 
presided as temporarv chairman was, 
therefore, the first real opportunity “the 
boys’ have had of meeting Ohfo's big 
man. They gave him a great ovation. 
His attractive personality, the perfect 
democracy of his manner, the magnetisnr 
he possesses to a high degree—these ele- 
ments combined to win for him enthusi- 
astic supporters of the young element 
of his party, which up to this time has 
known him practically not at all. 

The republicans of Ohio were represent- 
ed by more than |,100 delegates when 
the state convention to nominate gov- 
ernor and other state officera was call- 
ed to order. The preliminaries of organ- 
ization were speedily gone through, John 
R. Mallory. being chosen temporary sec- 
retary and W. ¥. Gaas sergeant-at-arms. 


Secretary: Taft’s Speech: 
Secretary Taft said, in er 
“Fellow Republicans of Ditto: I con- 

gratualte you on the prosperous polit!- 
cal calm in which you méet. ‘The tre- 
mendous victory of ‘last fall so stunfted 
our ancient enemy, thé democracy, that 
as a party it Is hardly even now show- 
ing any sign of life. When a president 
like Theodore Roosevelt, a consistent 
and orthodox republican, is welcomed 
with bursts of enthuslastic admiration 
in Texas, and in thé democratic tro- 
quois Club, of Chicago, we may well 
liken the present to the era of politi- 
cal good feeling which prevailed cariy 
in the last century.” ’ 

The secretary rapidly sketched the at- 
titude of the republican party on the 
currency question since 1869, referred ‘to 
the Spanish war and is resuits, and 
then said: 

“In the campaign of 1904 the demo- 
cratic managers ignored the fact that 
it ever had been in favor of free sil- 
ver, and sought to make the chief issue 
the personality of Theodore Roosevelt. 
Against him they charged imperalism, 
militarism, usurpation of powers, viola- 
tions of the constitution, a dangerous 
foreign policy of intermeddling and an 
attempt to introduce a personal govern- 
ment.”’ This, the secretary said, brought 
in review the action of fhe president 
in various matters which he pointed out, 
notably the recognition of the republic 
the setflement of the an- 
thracite coal strike, the bringing of the 
Northern Securities suit and his Philip- 
pine policy. ‘It. made manifest,’ the 
secretary continued, “‘the consistent: atti-

PRINCE'S COMPANIONS 
MANGLED BY THE OMS 


Chief of Police of Polish City Also 
Struck by a Bomb While En- 
jeying. Himself on _ the 
Veranda of His 
Club. 


Baku. Caucasia, May 24.—The govern- 
or of Baku, Prince Nakachidza, Was 
assassinated at 3 p. m. today by a bomb 
which was thrown at his carriage. A 
Heutenant who was accompanying the 
governor ahd a bystander were also kilied 
by the explosion, and the coachman is 
believed to have been fatally injured. 

Killed by Armenians. 

St. Petersburg, May 25.—(!:40 a. m.)— 
Though no .details of the assassination 
of Prince Nakachidz, governor of Baku, 
Caucasia. at Baku, Wednesday, have 
been received, the impression here is 
that the outrage was the work of..the 
Armenian revolutionary committee, ‘in re- 
venge for the attitude taken by - tie 
prince during the racial war between 
Armenians and Tartars in February last, 
and is not attribute to the Russian ter.

Simmons on Immigration. 

Senator Simmons, of North Carolina, 
Spoke on the subject of immigration. He 
said that as a result of agricultural, com- 
mercial] and industrial industry and ex. 
pansion in the south, there was demand 
for labor which could not be supplied 
from its own people, and that in conse- 

uence the south was struggling with a 

famine. 

Nearly every other section of the coun- 
try, he said, had claimed and obtained a 
share of thé enormous immigration to 
the United States from abroad during 
the last twenty-five years. The failure 
of the south to get a part of the new 
comers not only accounted for the pres- 
ent labor famine in that section, but in 
many other ways, he said, had been dis- 
advantageous ty the United States. The 
kind of labor the south needed, he said, 
was a debatable question. He described 
the system of wages in the south as be- 
ing almost universally on the share plan 
and advised those actually engaged in 
efforts to induce immigration to the 
south from other sections, or from foreign 
countries, to present that plan and not be 
misled into a comparison of wage scales. ; 
If laborers for the present could not be 
gotten from this country, it Was certain, 
he sald, that with proper effort the right 
kjnd of men could be. obtained abroad. 

Sargent on Immigrants. 

Mr. Sargent declared that 32 per cent

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Commission to Exhume It Give 
Testimony From Stand 


Hall Murder Case at Elberton At- 
tracts Lerge Crowds—Evidence 
on Both Sides Has Closed 
and Argument Has 


Begun. 


Elberton, Ga., May 24.<Spectal.)—At 
noéon today ‘The eviden¢e on both sides 
of the Hall, murder case was closed and 
the arguments of counsel began, the 
state ‘opetiing. Three speeches will ‘be 
Made on each side. 

The evidence from beginning to end 
has been interesting and even exciting. 
Popular interest has been excessive, 
and yesterday afternoon excitement ran 
high. 

The commission appointed by the court 
to.exhume the body of Barnard Smith 
and bring the head to the court house 
was composed of Drs. IL. P. Eberharat, 
J. BE. Johnson ang A. 8. Hawes. Thy 
finiehed their work about midnight and 
brought the head to town, where it was 


it in Ume and potash. 

Some minor details and rebuttal] tes- 
timony was first introduced on both 
sides, and then Dr, Johnson, a member 


of the commiesidh, was sworn. He stat- 
ed that in company with the others of 
the commission, he went to. the 
grave, detached the head of Smith and 
identified the one in court as it. He 
said that upon examination of the fea~- 
tures he could not tell whether or not 
‘the body was that of Smith, whom he 
knew in life very well, but that the re- 


composition might be the cause. That it 
was possible for one last Sunday night 
to have recognized the features, thouga 
he coulti not be positive. <A person can 
be hit on the head and death result 
without the skull being fractured. In 
the presence of the court and jury he 
placed the top of the skull introduced 
yesterday in the opening on the head 
they had brought into court and found 
that it was a perfect fit. In his opinion 
when this top piece was put in the va- 
cant place on the head it was “at 
home.” » He stated that neither the top 
nor the rest of the head showed any 
fracture; that the nose WAS normal and 
was not broken. 

Dr. L. P. Bberhardt and Dr. A. 8B. 
Hawes followed Dr. Johnson, and each 
testified to the same. The arave they 
entered was shown to be the grave 
where the dead man was interred. 

Dr. B F. Smith again testified that the 
top of the sek introduced in evidence 
yesterday wae first seen by, him whe 
he entered the grave last Sunday night. 
That he had not boiled it in anything 
save water and a solution of a powerful 
Gisinfectant. That when he first saw !t 
he examined it by®a powerful light and 
found no evidence of a crack or fracture. 
ater he examined it under a iarge 
. magnifying glass and found no fratcure 
or a sign of one. 

Found Fractures in Skull. 

Dr. A. B. Matthews, who held the post 
mortem examination the day after thu 
body was found, stated that on Sunday 
he examined the wounds on the head 
and found a fracture at one place. He 
did not go under the skin in another that 
he found. He bandaged the wouni, 
‘platfng cotton and some other absorbent, 
over them. The next day he was cal‘ed 
by the coroner to make a thorough ex- 
amination. in removing the absorbents 
from the wounds ne had placed there 
the day befvre he found them stained 
with blood and blood oozing out of the 
skull, which, he said, could not come 
through unless there was a fracture, 
and which could not come out of, dead 
fiesh. That he examined the head care- 
fully, sawed out a section covering both 
fractures, and examined each one. He 
did not stick an instrument in, but his 
éxamination was sufficient to show a 
fracture in two places. He stated tha: 
he could not identify the top shown him 
as the one he took off. It might or 
might not be. He had found two frac 
tures on the one he sawed off, and this 
one did not show a fracture. It was 
possible, he thought, though he had 
never heard of it, to boil the skull In a 
solution of lime and some gelatinous 
substance which would fill up crevices 
and prevent, them from being seen or 
found by examination. 

Several citizens whg were present at 
the post mortem stated that they saw 
fractures jn the skull after it was sawed 
out by Dr, Mathews. 

The defense introduced expert testi- 
mony to show that the top of the skull! 
Was the true part missing from the rest 
of the head, atid that the medical wor:.d 
had no knowledge of a eunstance which 
would fill up a crevice in a bone ao it 
could not be detected. There was some 
conflict in this testimony. 

The remainder of the skull, the part 
brought in by the commission was then 
introduced, and the case closed. 

It was stated that each side would have 
three arguments. Colonel George C 
Grogan, who examined the witnesses for 
the state, began the gpening argument 
for the state immediately after dinner. 
He will be followed by A. G. McCurry, 
Sam L. Olive and Joseph N,. Worley, 
who conducted the examination of the 
witnesses for the defense. The solicitor 
general, David W. Meadow, and I. C 
Van Duzer will alose the argument fo; 
the state. , 

It is probeble that the arguments wi'l 
take up most of tomorrow, and the 
judge's charge will carry the case late 
into the day.

He is. 
the most virile forces in the Amer- 
ican railroad world and one of the 
successful. For more than 
thirty-five years he has been engaged 
in building and operating railroads. 
He constructed and is president of 
the Chicago Great Western, with its 
trunk lines leading from Chicago to 
Omaha in one direction, to Minne- 
apolis in another and to Kan- 
Sas City in another. He is not 
a cavilier, not a mere. critic 
of the established order; he is a 
highly successful railroad man who 
knows the business in its every 
phase. He may, and does, “kick over 
the traces” when he sees his fellow 
railroad men butting their heads 
against a stone wall of common sense. 
He warns them of the unwisdom of 
such billy-goat efforts. But whether 
they accept his advice or do not, he 
lets it be clearly understood that he 
has no intention of following their 
example. 

Mr. Stickney says in so many words 
that the most satisfactory solution of 
the rate question which could be 
found is to give to the interstate 
commercs commission the powers nec- 
essary to make it an EFFECTIVE 
body. 

We hear a good deal from railroad 
presidents about the ownership of the 
great railroad properties being “in the 
hands of the people. “The people,” 
we are told by many of these high 


Nobody is fooled 
by this sort of talk. Certainly the 
rights of that portion of the public 
which has financial interest in the 
railroad properties would not be in- 
jured by such a change as would give 
to them more presidents of the Stick- 
ney type-—-men possessing the ability 
to see the present issueas it is instead 
lof permitting themselves to be scared 
by bugaboos of their own creation.

railroad values. But whether it would 
or not, it is certainly to the interest 
ofd@he great American public that 
there should be such control. 

The percentage of “‘the people” hold- 
ing railroad stocks is infinitesimally 
small. .Where one man is interested 
in this railroad issue from the stand- 
point of the stockholder, ten thousand 
—perhaps one hundred thousand—are 
interested from the standpoint of the 
consumer, who, in the last analysis, 
must bear the burdens of any injus- 
tice or extortionate practice on the 
part of railroad management. Under 

e constitution of the United States, 
the power to regulate interstate com- 
merce—which means the vast major- 
ity of all railroad transportation and 
traffic—is given to congress; it is the 


duty of congress to exercise this pow- 
‘er in the interest of all the people; 
|gnd the practical, legal way for con- 
gress to do this is through the com- 


mission to which it can delegate the 
carrying out of its policies. 

The present demand of the people 
is that congress shall exercise this 
power. There is nothing anarchistic, 
nothing revolutionary in that demand. 
A good many railroad presidents fail 
to see this, but Mr. Stickney is wiser 
than most of his fellows.

Fresh Hope for Consumptives. 

The crusade against tuberculosis 
which in many respects has been the 
most remarkable m modern medical 
annals, is given renewed interest by 
an impending experiment of Dr. Fred- 
erick Sohon of Washington. Basing 
‘his course on the assumption that the 
germ cannot exist in the frigid lati- 
tude of the arctic region, the doctor 
will carry a shipload of consumptives 
up beyond the arctié circle this sum- 
mer, expecting to bring them back 
well on the road to recovery. 

The doctor’s theories result from his 
personal experience. He was a mem- 
ber of the Peary expedition of 1897. 
Himself a consumptive, he was as- 
tounded at the discovery that his resi- 
dence in those frozen regions practi- 
caliy rid him of his complaint. He 
made his second arctic trip with the 
'Peary rescuing party in 1902, taking 
ladvantage of the opportunity to make 
exhaustive investigations. The latter 
‘confirmed his previous conclusions 
and led him to believe that he had hit 
upon an ideal plan for the quick and 
permanent cure of the dread white 
| Scourge. With the assistence of sev- 
eral business men of a philanthropic 
turn of mind he has fitted out a 
steamer with all the appurtenances of 
a floating sanatorium, and will carry 
thirty consumptives for an all-sum- 
‘mer cruise through the waters above 
‘the circle, and.for short land jour- 
neys in Greenland. 

At the final analysis, the reasoning 
outlined by this physician is simplic- 
ity itself. He proposes utilizing the 
outdoor cure, which has established 
its efficacy in every portion of the 
world, under conditions impossible of 
attainment in ordinary latitudes. He 
thus explains his system: 


The climatic conditions in Greenland 
above the arctic circle are ideal. Even 
at our best consumption. resorts in this 
country the patient has good days and 
pad nights. He can not go out in the 
damp air and ordinarily he loses at 
right what he gained during the day. 
The secret is outdoor treatment for this 
disease, abundant sunlight, dry, cold, 


bracing atnfosphere. 
In the arctic region in the summer 


there is a period of three months of 
rever ceasing sunlight—every hour in 
twenty-four. hink of the effect of a 
continuous sunbdath for fourteen weeks. 
Aimost to the northern boundary of 
Greenland, far above jhe arctic circle, 
during the summer months the tem- 
perature seldom falls to the freezing 


point. 
Since Dr. Sohon’s experiments seem 


to have demonstrated that it is im- 
possible for tuberculosis germs to live 
in Greenland, and since his theories 
‘are substantiated by his own expe 
rience the outcome of the present ven- 
ture will be awaited with much inter- 
est by physicians as well as victims of 
this disease. The method outlined 
has been tried in Europe, -but not on 
a sufficiently comprehensive scale to 
afford conclusive data. At first glance 
the cost of the treatment seems to 
jexclude all but the well-to-do from its 
benefits. [f, however, its usefulness 
is proven beyond all doubt, there is no 
reason why careful and ingenious sys- 
tematizing should not eventually bring 


for nothing is more certain than that 
congress, at its next session, will 
heed the demand of the people and 
give to the interstate commerce com- 
mission the power necessary to make 
that body EFFECTIVE in -safeguard- 
ing the interests of the people.

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Southern Seaports—Their Future. 

Editor Constitution: Upon the Atlentir 
coast south of Norfolk and upon the 
gulf coast, the south has eleven of the 
twenty-four deep water ports of the 
United States, with channel depths docks 
to sea of 25 feet and upward; |! of 19 
such ports on the Atlantic coast and 
gulf coast. 

The nineteen ports of the Atlantic and 
gulf will handle mainly the commerce 
of the entire country east of the Rocky 
mountains. The ports on the Chesa- 
peake bay and north to the Canada line 
handle the bulk of that commerce, New 
York alone handling about 40 per cent 
of the entire commerce of the country 

Wilt this condition of affairs continue? 
New York commercial and daily papers 
are continually complaining of loss of 
trade, claimed naturally to belong to her, 
especially the grain trade, now handled 
largely through New Orleans and Gal- 
veston, giving various reasons for such 
diversion, among them heavy dock 
charges and other port charges, want 
of proper canal facilities, and the like, 

Do not the causes lie deeper than those 
given? Are not these causes, natural 
advantages, which will, with the increas- 
ing wealth of the south rapidly transfer 
a large share of existing commerce from 
northern to southern ports, 

In the past the percentages of increase 
at southern ports has been greater than 
at northern ports. It was for many 
years believed that there. were climatic 
reasons why grain could not be shipped 
through southern ports. New -Orleans 
and Galveston have demonstrated that 
such belief has no foundation, and that 
grain can be shipped successfully 
through any of the southern ports. The 
southern grain ports are nearer the 
grain fields than the northern, as 4 
glance at the map shows. By rail more 
grain can be hauled by the same motive 
power from the grain fields to the south- 
ern than to the northern ports. 

The northern lines are frequently 
blockaded ‘with fee, snow and sleet. 
southern lines are practically free from 
such blockades. New Orleans, at one 
time the leading port in the country, has 
now reached, since the war, second place, 
Has many important steamship lines; a 
large import trade yearly increasing. 
Many of the other deep water ports, 
notably on the gulf, Galveston, Mobile 
and Pensacola, are engaging more and 
more in the import trade. Of the soyth- 
ern Atlantic ports Charleston has a con- 
siderable import trade, and Savannah ha 
in the past four years created a very 
considerable import trade. The south is 
becoming richer and beconfing better 
able to import direct. For i908 the 
grain exports for the entire country was 
2 1-2 pet cent for the: ports north of 
the Chesapeake bay, a loss of 3 per 
cent, for the South Atlantic coast, \a 
gain of 6 per cent, for the gulf ports 
a gain of 8 per cent, for Savannah 238 
per_cent, and for Brunswick 17 per cent. 
With steady 
merte, southern ports need only main. 
‘tain the ratios of increase of the past 
few year$S to acquire and hold a large 
share of the trade of the country. 

As soon as a bill authorizing, postal 
contracts to lines to South Ameriéa be. 
comes a law, upon iines of the bil] now 
before congress, the vast trade of South 
America. will be exploited, and the ad- 
vantages in distance especially of South 
Atlantic ports is enormous. This ‘s a 
great opportunity. 

When the Panama canal is comple‘ed, 
the southern ports have an advantage’in 
distance to the western coast of the 
United States, of South America to the 
Far East, which wil} tmevitably' give 
them a tremendous advantage in d's- 
tance over the northern ports. 

With reasonable effort each of these 
southern deep water ports have a great

INDICATES BROWN’S COLLAPSE” 


(From The Augusta Chronicle) © 
ATLANTA, Ga, May 22.—(Special.)— 
After ‘dealing for several weeks ii dou- 
ble-column generalities bearing upon the 
governorship question—generalities of a - 
more or less mysterious naturg—The At- 
lanta Journa] has at last thrown out 4 
feeler indicative of the trend of its 
thoughts.

CHILD LABOR BILL 
GIVEN SUPPORT 


Hon, Madison Bell and» 
Measure. 


Hon. Madison Bell is receiving much 
encouragemént at the hands of the news- 
papers of the state in the fight he 
proposes to make before the legisiature 
in favor of child labor regulation. Mr. 
Bell’s announcement that he will intro- 
duce a bill and press vigorously for its 
enactment into law has been very gén- 
erally indorsed by the press.

Hon. Madison Bell, member-elect from 
Fulton county to the next house, an- 
nounces that he wil introduce 9 child 
‘abor bill in the legislature next sum- 
mer. Mr. Bell will be one of the most 
earnest advocates the measure hay ever 
had. He is aggressive, zealous, fear- 
less, popular, able and eloquent, and in 
his hands the bill avill be managed ex- 
pertly ang energetically. The mill men 
may as well prepare for even a more 
determined and persistent fight than they 
made last year. 

Recently in the hall of the house of 
representatives, at the state capitol, Mr. 
Bell delivered an address. The occasion 
was the celebration of “Georgia Day.” 
In the cOurse of his interesting remarks, 
he said: 

“The time has come in civilized Geor- 
gia when industry should no longer be 
permitted to achieve prosperity frum the 
labor of feeble and degraded children.” 

It was a coincident that Mr. Bell 
should have hag. opportunity to make 
this declaration in the place where he 
expects in a very shoft time to incroduce 
a child labor bill and raise his eloquent 
yoice in advocacy of its passage. 

After hia oration, Mr. Bell was asked 
by a representative of The Constitution 
if he intended taking a decided stand in 
favor of such a measure as will prevent 
the working of children in Georgia.

Editor Constitution: There appeared in 
The Atlanta Journal of yesterday an ar- 
ticle which does me a great injustice. 
The article In question had the following 
flaring headlines: ‘‘Committee Members 
Buy City Lots at Own Prices, Two Mem- 
bers of Committee Meet with Sexton, Fix 
Prices and, Buy in Oakland Property. 
Chairman Hilburn and William Oldknow 
Both Get Lots.”’ 

The statements contained in these head- 
lines and in the body of the article fol- 
lowing them are untrue. The paper knew 
that these statements were untrue, I be- 
lieve, at the time that it printed them. 

The facts of the case briefly stated are 
these: Councilman Hilburn, Sexton Bare- 
field and myself met at the cemetery 
to plat the lots and fix a price. 

The lots were platted by the city en- 
gineer and according to a custom that has 
long obtained in the city the committee 
proceeded to fix the price. Having no ex- 
perience in such. matters I largely fol- 
lowed the suggestions of the sexton and 
chairman of committee In fixing a price. 
Afterwards at a meeting of the whole 
committee the lots were awarded. There 
were no formal applications and «as the 
lots were being disposed of in this in- 
formal way and having no cemetery lot, 
Il agreed to take two of them, which was 
satisfactory to the committee. The chair- 
man instructed the clerk to draw up deeds 
according to the established custom. 1 
learned that the lots awarded to me were 
wanted by «Mr. Foster, deputy clerk, and 
that he was willing to pay more money. 
than. the price fixed. This incident led me 
to consider more carefully the plan wé 
had adopted in disposing of these lots 
and I came to the conclusion that the 
whole system was bad. Furthermore on 
second thought I concluded that it was 
a bad system that allowed city officials 
to make purchases at their own sales, so 
on my own motion I ordered the clerk 
not to make out the deeds, and to hold 
the matter in abeyance unti] the matter 
could be acted on by council, which the 
clerk did. At the next meeting of coun- 
cil I introduced an ordinance which in 
substance pravides that [the engineer 
make a plat of cemetery lots that are to 
be sold, that they be advertised for ten 
days in the official organ of the city; 
that the committee receive from the pub- 
lic sealed bids for the lots, and that the 
committee award the lots to the highest 
bidder. This ordinance was referred to 
the committee and will, following the 
usual channel, be up for passage at the 
next meeting of council]. In the nieantime 
none of the lots mentioned in said ar- 
ticle has been sold or will be sold, ex- 
cept upon the plan proposed or some 
other plan that may be adopted by coun- 
cil in lieu thereof.
